thronged with labororcr.-i on their way to 
the burned districts where they had been 
engaged to assist in the task of clcanin, 
up. The boats from the cities across the 
bay nnd .the electric ears from tho sub- 
urbs were packed with workmen who had 
already secured employment. In many 
places advertisements wore posted on the 
walls seeking laborers and these inquiii<' 
for men wore met 
with-. numerous re 


sponses from heads of families who wore 
only too willing to engage in any kind of 
labor. 


TO .STAMP OUT GREEDINESS. 


A closer watch was kepi on individual 


cases and by this method it is probable 
that in the future there will bo no excess 
supply dolivrcd to any one family. t There 
will IIP some important meetings of the 
committees concerned with the financial 
future of the city and it is expected that 
the idoori advanced for tho rehabilitation 
of the city will become crystallized in n 
definite project, which may eventually be 
submitted to congress for action by that 
body. 


' TO STOP LOOTING. 


Tho police and 
military authorities 


•have taken steps which will eventually 
prevent further looting of the ruins, par- 
ticularly in Chinatown. The latter place 
has been a mecca for relic hunters and 
it is asserted that men and women of 
prominence have been carrying from the 
ashes of this .quarter 
many 
valuable 


pieces of Chinaware, bronze, etc. Last 
night, four men were placed under arrefit 
while digging in the ruins of Chinese buz- 
aars nnd a number of others were fright- 
cded away by shots fired over 
their 


heads. 


Hereafter a strong military line will be. 


'drawn around the boundaries of the for- 
mer Chinese colony. 


REGAINING COMMUNICATION. 
The extension of street telegraph and 


telephone systems is proceeding as rapid- 
ly as the difficulties will permit and it i« 
hoped that before the week is ended, the 
people who remain in Snn Francisco will 
•be provided for in the affairs of communi- 
cation and transportation along lines ap- 
proaching normal. 


Reports from the refugee camps and 


hospitals show an astonishingly small 
•percentage of sickness and the" bugaboo 
'of threatened epidemics'lias been buried, 
-it is hoped, for all the time. 
; Tho water supply is getting 
better 


'every day and in several sections of the 
'Saved district the force of water in the 
faucets is almost ns strong as it was be- 
'fore'the big fire.

MADISON, April 30— Gov. Davidson

THE GOVERNOR'S STATEMENT. 
In response to numerous and urgcni 


requests from citizens in all parts of the 
state, I hereby imiKe formal announce 
ncut that I will stand for the Republi- 
can nomination before the primaries nexl 
September, as a candidate to succcec 
mynelf in the office of governor of Wis- 
consin. 


During the past twelve months events 


have so shaped themselves that I conic 
not with propriety refuse .to become a 
candidate at this time. My official rec- 
ord as member of the assembly, as state 
treasures, as lieutenant governor, and as 
governor since the first day of January 
last, must be accepted as an index to 
my future public course. 


I was a pioneer in the reform move- 


ment to emancipate the people and state 
'government from the control of public 
service corporations, which began, more 
than twelve years ago'.

ENDORSES LA FOLLETTE'S WORK. 
I emphatically approve the efforts of 


my immediate predecessor in office in nil 
measures to restore to the people the 
rights usurped by the great aggregations 
of corporate wealth, and to make every 
creature of the law subservient to and 
amenable to -its creator. I have worked 
loyally with Hon. Robert M. La Follette 
during the past years, to secure the. re- 
forms - which he so - ably and earnestly 
championed, and will never consent to 
any retrograde movement or any com- 
promise that would detract from the po- 
litical and Icgislativoi triumphs of the 
past six years, or that would udd to the 
power of'fpecial privilege, or weaken the 
power of the humblest citizen. 


FOR A TWO CENT RATE. 


I have believed that in addition to 


just and equitable freight rates on our 
railroads; there should be established a 
passenger rate of not exceeding two 
cents a mile ou first class roads, aud 
have sought to have thi.s rate written 
into the statutes: but the last legisla- 
ture deemed it wise to intrust this mat- 
ter' to the state railway commission 
which it created.

LIFE INSURANCE LEGISLATION. 
It is to the credit of our state that 


some legislation correcting the worst 
; existing in the life, insurance bus- j 


iness, was placed upon our statutes even 
before the recent startling disclosures, 
emphasizing the necessity, of stringent 
laws oh the subject.- But I am convinc- 
ed that the insurance legislation .of 1903 
should be made still more effective. We 
now require life insurance companies to 
issue no .policy which docs not -.provide 
for the accounting and distribution-of its 
surplus at least' every) five- years. On 
the bill requiring this, there was ,a tie 
vote in the senate, and,, as the presiding 
officer, it fell to me1 to cast the deciding 
vote, which I did, in favor of this law. 
Late developments make it plain that 
further legislation .is necessary as the 
most reliable data obtainable show that 
a large percentage of policy holders -ter- 
minate their insurance before the end of 
the five year period. Thus, oven -under 
the provisions of tho law as it now 
stands, many policy holders are deprived 
of their just share of the profits which 
they have created. I am in favor of 
amending the law so as to compel the ac- 
counting and distribution of prolits at 
the end of the second '-policy year, and 
annually thereafter, on all contracts of 
life insurance, with proper provisions to 
insure economy in expense of manage- 
ment and in securing new business. 


LEGISLATIVE SUPPORT. 


I would remind the people of Wiscon-

The case of 0. B. Schulz against the 


Racine Trades & Labor council and oth- 
ers, continued before Judge Fowler in the 
circuit court, all Saturday afternoon and 
this morning. The defendants callcc 
three witnesses on minor point; .in the 
case and offered a number of exhibits 
They closed their side of the case abrupt 
!y and the plaintiff offered no further 
evidence in rebuttal. 


Attorney Thomas M. Kearney for the 


plaintiff began his argument at the open- 
ing of court in the afternoon, but had not 
finished at the time court adjourned. He 
reviewed the facts of the case at length, 
nd contended that the acts of the de- 
fendants were entirely without justifica- 
tion or legal excuse. He maintained that 
the contract which they sought to com- 
jel Mr. Schulz to sign was contrary to 
ublic policy, unlawful and void, and that 
:he attempt on the part of tiro ddfcnd- 


to enforce its conditions upon the 


pf.iintiff were criminal under the statute 
relating to criminal combinations. He 
discussed the entire labor situation from 
the foundation up, and claimed that it 
was time for the courts to stop dealing 
with mere exterior 
manifestations 
of 


wrong, and to go to the bottom of those 
combinations, whether of labor or of cap- 
ital, and uproot them. The portion of his 
argument which seemed to 
cause the 


most concern on tire part of the defend- 
ants was with reference to the power of 
the court to restrain and enjoin the de- 
fendants from combining among them- 
selves to withdraw their own trade from 
a dealer in order to compel him to do an 
act against his will, an:l from maintain- 
ing an unfair list or exposing the plain- 
tiff's name thereupon for_such purpose. 


Tho arguments were resumed today.

CONTENDS NO MALICE.

GOLL IS FOUND GUILTY 


Bigelow's Accomplice in Loot- 


ing Milwaukee Bank Must 


Also Go to Prison. 


MILWAUKBE, April 30.—Henry G. 


Goll, former assistant cashier of the First 
National bank of this city, was }-ester- 
day morning found guilty by. a jury in 
the United States district court on nine 
teen eounts out 
of thirty-four. The 


counts in the indictments on which he 
was found guilty relato to false entries 
and the misappropriation 'of funds cf the 
bank, those relating to ' embezzlement 
and telegrams being thrown out. 


The verdict wa-s reached by tho, jury 


after a session lasting eight hours. Tlie 
amount of money Goll is alleged to have 
misapplied was about- $250,000. He was 
unmoved by the verdict, and'referred all 
interviewers to his attorneys.1 He" was 
remanded to the custody of the United 
States marshal. 


Attorney William E. Rubin, for the 


defendant, at once made a motion .for a 
new trial. Judge 
Quarles announced 


he would hear arguments on the motion 
this forenoon. 


Goll's 'trial lasted three weeks. The 


most interesting testimony was that of 
the former president- of the bank, Frank 
G'. Bigelow, who is now serving a ten 
years' sentence at the Fort Leavenworth 
irison, he having pleaded, guilty to loot- 
ng the bank without undergoing a trial. 


'JUSTICE MAKES GOOD SPEED.

of thirty-four. The 


counts in the indictments on which he 
was found guilty relate to false entries 
and the misappropriation of f urids of the 
bank, those relating to embezzlement 
.and telegrams being thrown out. 


The verdict was reached by the jury 


after a session lasting eight hours. The 
amount of money Goll is alleged to have 
misapplied was about $250,000. Ee was 
unmoved by the verdict, and'referred all 
interviewers to his attorneys. He'was 
remanded to the custody of the United 
States marshal. 


Attorney William E. Rubin, for the 


defendant, at once made a motion, for a 
new trial. Judge 
Quarles 
announced 


he would hear arguments on the motion 
this forenoon. 


Coil's trial lasted three weeks'. The 


most interesting testimony was that of 
the former president of the bank, Frank 
G. Eigelow, who is now serving a ten 
years' sentence at the Fort Leavenworth 
prison, he having pleaded guilty to loot- 
ing the bank without undergoing a trial. 


JUSTICE MAKES GOOD SPEED. 


Bigelow testified that many of the acts 


with which Goll was charged were com- 
mitted under his direction, but stated 
that' he had no knowledge of some of 
them. 


Justice has not moved with leaden feet 


in the cases of the men responsible for 
the looting of the First National Bank 
'of Milwaukee. It is but a little more 
than a year Since the news of Bigelow's 
defalcation of $1,500,000 of .the bank's 
funds and .the embezzlement of $500,000 
trust funds was first published. In two 
months Bigelow had pleaded guilty in 
the federal court at Milwaukee, been 
sentenced by Judge Quarles to serve ten 
years in the Fort Leavenworth prison, 
and begun to serve his term. Now Goll 
has been convicted for aiding Bigelow in 
his crimes, and doubtless in no long time 
will be sent to join his former chief.

Owing to their 
compact organizations and efficient disci- 
pline, the unions have done .marvelonsly 
effective work of relief, especially.among 
their members. More than this, the labor 
unions have declared tlmt wages shall not 
be increased and the closed shop principle 
has been thrown to the winds temporar-

Any man that wants to work may do 


so with the sanction of the unions with 
or without a union card. In .-short, all. 
of the bitterness of the fight between la- 
bor and capital which has- existed in San 
Francisco to as great an extent as in any 
other city has been forgotten by both 
sides in their common calamity.1

When Winlield.-Clifford & Row- 
land made the first offer of $30,000, the 
stockholders and others interested, voted 
not to accept it and they fixed the min- 
imum price at $37,500 -and the maximum 
$45,000. Then the above parties increas- 
ed their offer to $35,000. C. SI. Hender- 
,son of Chicago, another opera house pro- 
moter, came in and advised the stock- 
holders to hold off, that he would make a 
better offer and intimated that the mini- 
mum price of $37,500 was all right and 
.he would pay it for the property. 


FAILED TO COME. 


So the second proposition of $35,000 


•was held up to await the arrival of Mr. 
•Henderson, but on several occasions, he 
'disappointc'd the owners aft.er making 
'dates. Yesterday afternoon he notified 
.them that he would surely be here, but 
as usual, framed up an excuse arid 'the 
•stockholders came to the conclusion, ho 
was stringing them, BO they determined 
to wait no longer and to accept the $35,- 
000 offer of WinQcld, Clifford & Rowland. 
With thre end in view tho members of 
the New Hall club, who own about $7,- 
500 of the stock of the opera house, held 
a meeting and recommended1, that the di- 
rectors be instructed to sell the house for 
$35,000. 


THE BAUGAB? MADE.

It was scary and horribly 


terrifying. No citizen here, man or \vo- 


. man, will presume to say thry were 


not afraid, they were, and unblushingly 
say they were mortally so. The shock 
probably came in three purts, only sep- 
arated by a second or two of time. As 
one dressed as best lie or she was able, 
tho next thing was for the open street, 
and thousands ran for the streets in 
their night clothes. 


ALL IX A MINUTE. 


The whole tiling occurcd in less than 


a minute, but in that minute imposing 
building were wrecked, thousands of

dwellings have cracked wally, and many 
are twisted out front* their foundations 
(it will be understood few buildings 
here have the foundations as have dwel- 
lings in the east, that is cellars or base- 
ments excavated though the larger clas- 
ses of 'business houses have substantial 
cellars) .

BEACTTFUL SAN JOSE HIT. 


Tho kilk(Ur 
fi estimated at ttv*

ing to exceed a thousand in number and 
the wounded many more. The hospitals 
are all crowded and overcrowded, and 
many in private homes. The shock, it

the city. Numbers wcro killed and the 
wounded list is large. At the state in- 


sane hospital at Agnews seven miles 
•from San Jose the walls in falling killed 
a hundred of the patients and several of 
the attendants. 


Presidout Jordan of Stanford Univer- 


sity tit Palo Alto, seventeen miles from 
San Jose, whose beautiful buildings were 
badly wrecked and much damage gener- 
ally inflicted, says the shock is due to 
folding up of the mountain ranges'on 
the cost, but this speculation will later 
on be fully investigated" into by scien- 
tists, 


PROGRESS OP FIRE. 
. 


Fire broke out immediately after the 


shock in seven distinct places, and over 
a large portion of the city, taking three 
distinct routes. This has laid in. ruins 
all the retail and wholesale districts, 
and the entire south side of the city, 
from Market street, East to tho ferry' 
and south of Van Jless Ave., where the 
last stand was made by the firemen and 
soldiers, happily succeeding iu keeping 
the flames from the greater part of the 
Western Addition running westwards, to 
the Golden Gate park and to the ocean, 
many blocks were blown up by powder 
and dynamite secured from the govern- 
ment stores at >Iar.es island. No words 
can fittingly describe the sea of roaring 
flames, which belted the horizon three 
quarters of a degree of circumference as 
seen from the higher hills to the west 
upon the slopes of which reside probab- 
ly a hundred and fifty thousand people 
within the finest residence portions of 
the city. There was nothing to do but 
watch the ocean of devastating fire and 
gigantic pillars of streaming smoke. 
Guesses could only Tie made as to the 
fate of the quarter in which the writer 
was residing and these were made about 
every five minutes. The fire traveled 
slowly which was a gpd send but it. 
traveled fast enough. Portentous loom- 
ed the gloomy columns of smoke, the 
darker portion often lit up with the 
lighter portions of fresh caught houses. 
and the glare caused by the dynamite 
explosions which roared all 
day 
and 


night like monster cannon, shots. It. 
was an awful sight and no eastern vis- 
itor but could say over and over they 
are truly giving us a run for our money. 


STEADY STREAM OF PEOPLE. . 


All prepared for moving, and from 


the 
burning 
districts 
the 
evicted 


residents, suddenly forced out by the 
soldiers with scant notice, for their 
homes were forthwith blown up for their 
greater good, came streams, of people 
and .wagons which for two days and 
nights slowly climbed the grades for 
which this city is famous. By our apart- 
ment house, the stream never ceased all 
this time. Baby carriages filled with 
goods; wagons loaded down with sick 
women lying upon mattresses 
as best 


they could, aged people unable to make 
the long walk, for not a street car was 
running anywheres, all the power hous- 
es being destroyed by fire or the ma- 
chinery thrown out of shape by the 
shock, or else as ooctired in three falling 
walls and big 'chimneys wrecking the 
machinery; wagons pulled by men, two 
or three forwards with more at the back 
pushing. 
Some dragged trunks along 


the steep walks, automobiles loaded, big 
wagons, little wagons passed steadily 
and all through it was indeed a sight 
one will never see again in this world. 
One could see nicely dressed people, the 
wife carrying the baby, the children 
loaded down and the father or son pull- 
ing the make shift contrivances which 
were of all shapes, .some sleds, some 
chairs filled with blankets and comfort- 
ers, and quite often the family bird, cat 


were put out in the streets near the side- 
walk edge today, though this today is 
due to the much stronger wind that pre- 
vailed. Grocery stores were taken pos- 
session of during the day (Friday) and 
orders to give away provisions to all, 
comers, the account being likely kept, 
that payment be obtained later from the 
relief committees, though this is disput- 
ed by some who say it was not general 
and that in other stores the proprietors 
were supplied with orders from the re- 
Jief committees. But either way, the 
writer personally saw one .store taken 
possession of by a ,squad of regulars, 
and all comers supplied with their wants 
in reasonable quantities, and the notice 
was no sooner put out in front than 
the file of people stretched for thirty 
feet. Two soldiers were at the door and 
keeping things in order. How general 
this is I would not presume to Bay, but 
doubtless many others were iu the same 
position. The first bread since early 
Wednesday was had today with 300 in 
line at one. bakery. 


GREAT REJOICING. 
' 


Two days and nights of suspense, and 


the third day, Friday, came in with a 
colder and brisker wind, and the loom- 
ing cloud smoke in the more distant 
northeast, and another nearer to our lo- 
cation. The great fire is yet prevailing 
but may be said to! be under control. 
When the notice,was proclaimed during 
Thursday night that the fire would not 
pass yan Ness avenue 'at the upper part 
the lower having been visited with the 
devouring flames and a big hole eaten 
up in the district to the west, the rejoic- 
ing was general for this saved a large 
district to the westwards in which lo- 
cality the writer resided. 


Van Ness was our rallying point, our 


sole protector, for if the fire crossed that 
point, a 150 foot wide street for 
two 


blocks had been blown up on one side for 
more space, a "move on" was the word. 
Precautionary our trunks were all on the 
sidewalk edge waiting a wagon and light- 
er stuff in hand satchels was 'stored in 
the waiting room of the cemetery keep- 
er's residence, which privilege a kind, 
friend had secured, together with a lodg- 
ing place for the night if -we moved out. 


GO A BLOCK FOR WATER.- 


What further may develop one may not 


say, though the danger of fire at least 
in this quarter seems to be averted. The 
orders -of General Funston are para- 


tured and the people have to stand in normal can be resumed. A single man 
line at leait two hours at the little cor- 
ner grocery storq to get provisions. 


NARROW ESCAPE RECORDED. 


It can be said that but for the unfort- 


unate seriously wounding of the head of 
the fire department, who was nearly 
killed in his bunk in the engine house 
by the earthquake shock, things might 
not have been quit so bad. Several 
hundred people were „ instantly killed 
with the first shock by collapsing walls 
and being hit'by heavy articlijs. The 
twist of the shock was wonderful. Heavy 
furniture was thrown far from the walls 
jnto tho room, walls collapsed, buildings 
sank down to the ground, and doors 
were .Wrenched off as was the case of a 
door in the room of the writer, and had 
it fallen in another direction than it 
did ?ome one would have been either 
killed or injxired. Another case coming 
under personal notice was a door knob 
entirely wrenched off and thrown on the 
floor. <Doubtless there ,are thousands of 
instances snowing the anysterlous force 
used, by Mother v Nature in one of her 
wiEftfl moods. 
One of the principal 


streets, on the Mission side which Was 
entirely wiped off the map, except the 
farther strip towards the steeper. hllto, 
the 
shock 
had 
folded up in roll- 


ing, waves and report says there are 
so many others, one sidewalk-near this 
place being folded up raised; about eigh- 
teen inches, but out on Yalencia street, 
the road way is decidedly wavy' and 
rooky like. All over in_ many place* side- 
walks show the upheaval, some worse 
than others and every^vheres the niystib 
forces of the twister of Nature as e% 
ployed in an earthquake shook are seen. 
As stated the sensations during a shock 
like this are indescribable. It is terri- 
fying, it can be truthfully stated. Imag- 
ine during the greater part of a minute 
one's bed being violently shaken, as if 
angry men had seized things and were 
pulHVig'tb'and'frb at the.rate-of ,a thou- 
sand_ revolutions per minute. The great 
shock wris1''followed' during suciieediiig 
days by light shocks, which to many 
caused considerable turmoil of mind. The 


might do something but one with a fami- 
ly will have trouble in getting away. 
Later on offices may.be *et up some- 
where* where people may be waited up- 
on, but Just now, it is only desolation, 
prostration and any quatitiy. of vexa- 
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or dog being led along. This processiqji 
was continuous up the different streets, 
but bur street, California, took the larg- 
er stream. A constant roar was caused 
by a never ending stream of wagons 
and. it never ceased only during the 
later hours of the night, and even then 
hastening pedestrians travelled slowly, 
tired to death with their long and ex- 
hausting walk up and down the bills, 
came along. 


SOLDIERS EVERYWHERE. 


These homeless people filled the parks, 


in the lower parka only to be compelled 
again to take up their march. The parks 
higher up were filled, Golden Gate park 
containing many thousands; the ceme- 
teries were at once filled up and in these 
homes of the departed, were the people 
camping out as best they might. The 
Presidio where the government has sev- 
eral thousand troops was wall filled up 
in the part nearer the city- with the 
homeless but these fared better being 
served with government rations. 
Tho 


government , took 
possession 
early 


through request of Mayor Schmitz and 
General Funston issued the command. 
Companies of the state militia were al- 
so in service. Every street was patrol- 
led and the soldiers were always in evi- 
dence. Tho regulars were preferred be- 
cause they were much more civil to the 
people and would always reply to ques- 
tions propounded to them from all sides, 
and if compelled to interfere as in noti- 
fying householders to put out their 
lights or fires on the sidewalks, this 'not 
being, permitted the- first two days, were 
very nioe about it, and uncivil to no 
one. Not a candle e^en was allowed, 
and the third day when the worst of the 
fire was over, .though the fire was rag- 
ing to -the further northwards running 
off into Telegraph Hill, no one was per- 
mitted. to cqok ' or moke coffee or tea 
by means of the brick ovens constructed 


mount, but the government, the militia 
and the city government seem to be in 
reasonable harmony though some con- 
tradictory orders causes some grumb- 
ling. No fires of any sort, no lights of 
any description, are allowed. Water is 
only running through a few cpnnections, 
with the by far .greater part of the sav- 
ed portion entirely without a drop. The 
writer has had the pleasure of lugging 
numerous pails from a friendly tap on 
tho block below which through some in- 
scmitable reason is running a small 
stream. What one eats is of the cold 
description, nothing warm whatever. 
Of course this is all temporary, but the 
shock badly twisted ,the sewers and the 
water mains and likely it may be some 
little time before things are restored to 
the normal. As showing the contradict- 
ory condition one grocery store is, or- 
dered to sell no smoking tobacco, anoth- 
er does, while cigar stands are wide 
open. But not one saloon is open in the 
city, and no dealer may sell a bottle of 
wine or stronger liquor. This is prohi- 
bition with a vengeance. At one place 
where a grocery man having a bar was 
caught, th<* military entered and the en- 
tire stock fun into the sewer. Neither 
bottled goods or by retail can be sold 
and all San Francisco is entirely dry for 
the first time in its history. But it was 
a mercy for had it not been for tho 
soldiers and the • prohibition of 'liquor 
selling, no man may guess what might 
have happened. 


AT POINT OF BAYONET. 


The-soldiers are very strict'in regard 


to enforcing the rule, anent lights in the 
houses. One of the dwellers in our apart- 
ment incautiously displayed a light in 
the third story, which brought a soldier 
to'the front door with his bayonet. He 
yelled, "Light in .the third s.tory must go 
out or I will shoot." One witnesses many 
sad sights among the crowds of people 
going past our door, rich and poor being 
all on equal terms now. Thursday all 
day women went by our door drawing 
wheelbarrows and other vehicles, women 
were hauling trunks by ropes and were 
pushing wagons up the hill to help the 
poor horses. They had come all the way 
from the Mission, four miles away. 
It 


was a fearful eight and never to ba for- 
gotten. One old lady over eighty years 
old had a pack on her back and in a box 
a shroud, which she had made, wishing 
to' be found ready for proper interment, 
if death should overtake her. Another 
earthquake 
would likely topple our 


house as it is all loose from the founda- 
tion on all aides. One gentleman living 
near here went down to Market street 
to see.what was going on and was im- 
pressed by the soldiers, he being made to 
work a number of hours In clearing up 
the debris^ 
. 
. 


COFFEE FOR THE WEAEY. 


We felt, very sorry for the soldiers who 


were on duty so continuously and for 
many of the haggard looking people that 
went past'outdoor. Two of the girls

people had taken out their stove and 
set it up as stated in the street. Par- 
ties were noticed along Central avenue 
on the blocks running into Laurel Hill 
cemetery, in their impoverished ovens 
and stoves, cooking wheat, even several 
noticed making dough to fry in their 
skillets, and .'in more .than one place 
this process was seen in operation, 


ALL FIRES ORDERED OUT 


The provisions are coming in from all 


over, but much-is useless because-no; fires 
wore permitted, nnd at this writing it 
looks as if kitchens watched over by tha 
soldiers would be necessary. 
All fires 


made coffee all, one day and gave it'away 
to "th&sVM/ko Bflfi'med: fartiuliing, We 
wonted our trunks carried from the side- 
walk to the house and asked-a couple of 
men bow much they would charge, and 
they said $15, so we waited until a cou-, 
pie of move men came along" and they 
were willing to dp it for us lor a reason- 
able sum, as neither they nor their wives. 
hail had anything to eat for tUirty-aix 
hours, so we divided up our food with 
them. The tenents above us departed in 
the greatest terror, leaving their rooms 
in wild disorder. The bed in one of the 
girl's rooms wafl jmred out into the nuid- 
dle of the room. Everybody is good n»- 


first, day every premonitory thrill sent 
every one to the street, the next day, it 
was taken more cool, and the third day, 
one was used to it and merely said, "Did 
you feel that shock?" 


PRAISE FOR THE REGULARS. ^ 


It is a novel thing living in a city 


under strict military rule and martial 
law. The' soldiers patrol^ steadily, peer- 
ing and looking around, and every half 
hour call out the number of post, the 
time and All's Well. You hear it all 
the night long if you keep" awake. Citi- 
zens are not molested bnly no one could 
pass the fire lines except those with 
special badges. Here is a woman busy 
with her improvised stove on the street 
edge, a good fire going, and up comes 
a soldier, who calmly 
orders 
the 


fire put out. 
It is put*out and the 


soldier is perfectly willing to help at the 
little job. Just now the order is passed 
around by the soldiers-one coming here 
at .the front door, to admit no strang- 
ers under any pretext. We won't, nor 
any of our fellow apartment, renters. 
No toilets may be used at oil, this is 
Btrictly prohibited. It is rather tough 
in several points just now living in San 
Francisco. The ferries are running, and 
may take to Oakland all who wish, but 
no one is. permitted to come over from 
Oakland .here. If you go, you stay. The 
soldiers .arc after every store keener or 
supply stand who raises .his prices. It 
is a risky job to do so, if the thing is 
fo.iind out or complained of. •

WHY NOT EXTEND RULE! 


"One stops to1 consider seme things,; If 
in:this manner why not then in the case 
of coal, certainly a necessity of life, and 
perhaps in other articles so largely. in- 
creased in price t If they may take pos- 
session 'under military law, all perfectly 
proper in times like this city is passing 
through, why not treat some -of our 
great trust lords in the same fashion! 
Why riot take possession of the coal 
mines for instance when it may be a 
case of people freezing to death or suf- 
fering for want of proper heat I Surely 
the taking possession of a store in time 
of stress, is justifiable higher up in the 
taking possession of mountains of coal 
or the mines themselves • and compelling 
owners to serve it out more fairly. If 
one is the other is. But there should be 
no favoritism or political pulls allowed. 


STATELY BUILDINGS GONE. 


This is a costly.blow for San Fran- 


cisco. The money loss now will be im- 
mensely added to, it is feared, through 
the shock to capital, though oititens 
here insist it can only be for ft decs.de 
or so. Tha magnificent Palace hotel, 
the stately Stl Francis, the Occidental 
known to all western travelers, and the 
Grand, are effaced from the map. Other 
magnificent buildings, one the Empori- 
um, the James Flood building, the Pho- 
ton building, the Mills building, many; 
other blocks known to many California1 
visitors are all gone. The destruction; 
is complete. One large hotel near the 
Palace on third street was -crushed by 
the shock and its inmates nearly all 
killed or seriously wounded, 
Similar, 


cases are in abundance iu these coast 
cities.

WOBM> HB4VI1.T TAX 


FORTUNES. 


The announcement of President Roose- 


velt made in.hij late address at the lay- 
ing of tKe corner stone of tte House of 
Representative's building that a. progres- 
sive tax should be .levied upon all inher- 
itance .without discrimination 
by the 


general government, that. thereljy the 
community get back a liberal portion of 
the wealth amasied by the rtch, had star- 
tled as werf it migh't, many people. This 
tax he wants heavy' enough to be an ob- 
ject, that is take away from the estates 
a good sized portion, which will yet leave 
ample for/support of the heirs. 


His language upon this point U repro- 


duced as better explaining his idea. 


"As this moment we are 
passing 


through a period of great unrest— so- 
cial, political end-industrial unrest—it is 
of the utmost irnportance for our future 
that this should prove to be not the un- 
rest of mere rebelliousness against life, of 
mere dissatisfaction with the inevitable 
inequality of conditions, but th'e unre»t 
of a resolute and eager ambition to 
cure .the bettement of the individual and 
the Nation. So far as this movement of 
agitation throughout the country takes 
the fotm of « fierce discontent with evils 
of a determination to punish the authors 
of evil, whether in industry or in politics. 
the feeling i* to be heartily welcomed as 
a sign of healthy life. 


"It is important to this people to grap- 


ple with the problems connected with the 
amassing of enormous fortunes, and th< 
use of those fortunes, both corporate ant 
individual, in busincsd. We should dis 
crimina'te in the sharpest way between 
fortunes well-won and fortunes ill-won 
between those gained as an incident to 
performing gr*»t servieeis to the com 
munity as a whole, and those gained in 
evid fashion by keeping just within the 
limits of mere law honesty. Of course 
no amount of charity in spending such 
fortunes in any way compensates for mis 
conduct in making them 


"As a matter of personal conviction 


and without pretending to discuss the de 
tails or formulate the system, I feel tha 
we shall ultimately have to consider th 
adoption of some such scheme as that o 
progressive tax on all fortunes beyond a 
certain amount, either given in life or de 
vised or bequeathed upon death to an; 
individual—a tax so framed as to put i 
out of the power of the owner of one o 
these enormous fortunes to hand 
more than a certain amount to any on 
individual; the tax, of course, to be im 
posed by the National and not the Stat 
government. 
Such taxation should, 


course, be aimed merely at the inherit 
anee or transmission in their entirety o 
rhose fortunes swollen beyond all health; 
limits." 


The president accurately states his po 


sition. He wants the estates of the swo 
len rich, swollen beyond the fair conce] 
tlbn of honestly acquired wealth, heavil 
taxed by means of an inheritance tax 
It will startle the country. 


In this same address the presiden 


again reiterates his conviction the gov 
ernment should exercise an effective su; 
ervision over all corporations engaged in 
interstate commerce. He thinks proper 
legislation would bring about needed re- 
formation. On this he pertinently says: 


"Again, the National Government must 


in some form exercise supervision over 
corporations ensaged in interstate busi- 
ness—and nil large corporations are en- 
gaged in interstate business — whether by 
license or otherwise, so as to permit us 
to deal with the far-reaching evila of 
over-capitalization.

Gsnaaa.does a numb- 
r of things much better than we and 
he laws are better enforced with the 
power of public carriers strictly con- 
rolled by the government, so that the 
erious objections wising on this side 
nd perfectly founded complaints of un- 
air discrimination* witlr rebates to. fav- 
red interests, are unknown on the oth- 


side of the border line. Our AmeriC' 


ans who have sought homes in Canada 
sta mass, by the accounts reaching this 
oontry, are perfectly satisfied with their 
new government and evidence no desire 
o import Oiir American methods of do- 
ng things.

It has every appearance that if the 


Canadian Federation does go to-pieces 
,h« pieces will not fall under the control 
of the United States. Canada in no part 
will ever be annexed to this country un- 
esa through the operation of war, which 
no genuine crtijien ol the United States 
icpes for. If annexation ever does come 
it will come only through the wishes of 
a majority of the people living/ in the 
different Canadian provinces. That this 
condition will b4 ever brought about may ' 
be questioned. 


Still it-can, be stated that considerable 


numbers of Canadians come into the 
United States annually seeking homes 
over here. They would not come if not 
fully convinced they could better their 
condition, and it will be through this 
enterchahge of citizens that is to pro- 
duce a/closer feeling,of racial connection 
and kinship and bring about an alliance 
which if not annexation, will be the next 
thing to it. 


The trade alliance is already very close 


and Canada is in fact one of our very 
best customers, and of late years has 
paid us 'a large balance of trade despite 
the fact that we have no special tdrin* 
treaty in force, and despite the other 
fact, the Canadian tariff largely discrimi- 
nates in favor of English importations. 
This trade from the latest returns was 
as follows: 
We bought from Canada 


goods and productions worth $75,653,015 
and Canada bought from the United 
States products and manufactures worth 
8160,040300, leaving a balance of trade 
in our favor as well as a large amount. 


The trade of Canada with England for 


the same period was ns follows: Canada 
sold to England goods and products 
worth $60,538,811 while England in turn 
sold to Canada goods and products worth 
$101,058,771, leaving a much smaller bal- 
ance of trade favoring the mother coun 
trv.

The case of Messrs. Green and Gay- 
nbr accused of being accomplices of the 
convicted Captain Carter who served five 
years in prison on charge of conspiring 
to rob the government by means of false 
vouchers and other means during the 
construction of government works in a 
Georgia harbor, is in point. Captain Car- 
ter was convicted several years ago and 
served out bis sentence, but the other 
two escaped into Canada where after a 
hard legal fighi? our government finally 
secured their.extradition. 


The accused had ample supplies of mon- 


ey but the. government had even more 
ample supplies; and but for the earnest- 
ness of our prosecuting officials even all, 
this would have been of no avail. But 
. 


the contest- went on in the courts and 
while money, was poured out without 
stint by the accused, the government at- 
torneys most ably handled the ca«e and 
prosecuted it through to final conviction. 
The sentence was no Kansas-Nebrask- 
an variety, that of-serving a few hours in 
the custody of the convicted person's at- 
torneys, but of a four years' sentence 
and a fine, just tliinfc of it, of $576,749, 
this being the presumed amount of their 
stealings from the government. 


The result is a handsome compu'ment 


to all government officials concerned and 
a tribute to the majesty of the law. But 
it can not but be remarked if every- 
wheres authorities would 'fight crime 
with the same energy, the same employ- 
'ment of material means wherewith to 
engage in the courts, crime would be far 
more fittingly punished and the old idea 
that wealth successfully fights crime and 
succeeds in warding off correction of civil 
wrong would be eradicated.

President Jordan of Stanford Univer- 


sity at Palo Alto, seventeen miles from 
San Jose, whose beautiful buildings ware 
badly wrecked and much damage gener- 
ally indicted, says the shock is due to 
folding up of the mountain- ranges on 
the co°t, but this speculation will later 
on be fully investigated into by scien- 
tists. 


PROGRESS OF FIRE. 


Fire broke out immediately after the 


shock in seven distinct places, and over 
a lar-e portion of the city, taking three 
distinct routes. 
This has laid in rums 


all tho. retail and wholesale districts, 
and the entire south side of the city 
from Market street. East to tho ferry 
and south of Van XCBB Avo., where the 
last stand was made by the firemen and 
soldiers, happily succeeding in keeping 
the flames from the greater part of the 
Western Addition running westwards to 
the Golden Gate park and to the ocean, 
many blocks were blown up by powder 
und "dynamite secured from the govern- 
ment stores at Marcs island. No words 
can fittingly describe the sea of roaring 
flames, which belted the horizon three 
quarters of a degree of circumference as 
seen from tbe higher hills to the west 
upon tho slopes of which reside probab- 
ly a hundred and fifty thousand people 
within the finest residence portions of 
tho city. There was nothing to do but 
watch the ocean of devastating fire and 
gigantic pillars of streaming smoke. 
Guesses could only be made as to the 
fate of the quarter in which the writer 
was residing nnd those were made about 
every live minutes. 
The fire traveled 


slowly which was a go.d send but it 
traveled fast enough. Portentous loom- 
ed the gloomy columns of smoke, the 
darker portion often lit up with tho 
lighter portions of fresh caught houses, 
and the glare caused by the dynamite 
explosions which roared all 
day 
and 


night like monster cannon shots. It 
was an awiul sight and no eastern vis- 
itor but could say over and over they 
are truly giving ua a run for our money. 


STEADY STREAM OF PEOPLE. 
, 


All prepared for moving, and from 


the 
burning 
districts 
the 
evicted 


residents, suddenly forced out by the 
soldiers with scant notice, for their 
homes were forthwith blown up for their 
"i-eator good, camo streams of people 
and wagons which for two days and 
nights slowly climbed the grades for 
which this city is famous. By our apart- 
ment house, the stream never ceased all 
this time. 
Baby carriages filled with 


goods', wagons loaded down with sick 
women lying upon mattresses as best 
they could, nged people unable to make 
the long' walk, for not a street car was 
running anywheres, all the power hous- 
es being destroyed by fire or the ma- 
chinery thrown out of shape by tho 
shock, or else as occurert in three falling 
walls and big -chimneys wrecking the 
machinery; wagons pulled by men, two 
or throe forwards with more at the back 
puahiup. 
Some dragged trunks along 


the steep walks, automobiles loaded, big 
wfigons, little wagons passed steadily 
nnd all through it was indeed a sight 
one will never see again in this world. 
One could see nicely dressed people, the 
wife carrying the baby, the children 
loaded down and the father or son pull- 
ing the make shift contrivances which 
were of all shapes, some sleds, some 
chairs filled with blankets and comfort- 
ers, and quite often the family bird, cat 
or clog being led along. This processioji 
was continuous up the different streets, 
but our street, California, took the larg- 
er stream. A constant roar was caused 
by a never ending stream of wagons 
nnd it never ceased only during tho 
later hours of the night, and even then 
hastening pedestrians travelled slowly, 
tired to death with their long and ex- 
hausting walk up and down the 
hills, 


came along. 


SOLDIERS EVERYWHERE. 


These homeless people filled the parks, 


in the lower 'parks only to be compelled 
again to take up their march. The parks 
hi-her up were filled, Golden Gate park 
containing many thousands; the ceme- 
teries were at once filled up and in these 
homes of the departed, were the people 
camping out as best they might. Tho 
Presidio where the government has sev- 
oral thousand troops waa well filled up 
in the part nearer the city- with the 
homeless but these fared better bong 
served with government rations.

early 


through request of Mayor Schmitz and 
General Funston issued the command. 
Companies of the state militia wore al- 
so in service. Every street was patrol- 
led and tho soldiers were always m evi-

Tho regulars wore preferred be- 


cause' they were much more civil to the 
people and would always reply to ques- 
tions propounded to them from all sides, 
and if compelled to interfere as in noti- 
fying householders to put out then- 
lights or ilrcn on tho sidewalks, this 'not 
being permitted the first two days, wore 
very nice about it, and uncivil to no 
one". 
Not a candle even was allowed, 


and the third day when the worst of tho 
fire was over, though the fire was rag- 
ine to -the further northwards running 
oft into Telegraph Hill, no one was per- 
mitted to cook 'or make coffee or tea 
bv means of the brick ovens constructed 
in the street at cdga of sitlowalk. Some 
people had taken out their stove and 
act it up as stated in the street. Far- 


tio8 were noticed alonfi Central avenue 
on the blocks running into Laurel Hill 
cemetery, in their impoverished ovens 
and stoves, cooking wheat, even several 
noticed making dough to fry in their 
skillets, and in more than one place 
this! process was seen in operation. 


ALL FIRES ORDERED OUT 


The provisions are coming in from all 


over, but much is useless beeause-.no fires 
were permitted, 'find' at this.writing it 
looks as if kitchens watched over by tho 
soldiers would be necessary.

It is a novel thing living in a city

Citi- 
zens are not molested only no one could 
pass the fire lines except; those with 
special badges. Here is a woman busy 
with her improvised stove on the street 
edge a "ood fire going, and up comes 
a soldier, who calmly orders 
tho 


lire put out. It is pntoout and the 
soldier is perfectly willing to help at the 
little job. Just now the order is passed 
around by the soldiers-one coming here 
at tho front door, to admit no strang- 
ers under any pretext. We won't, nor 
any of our fellow 
apartment, renters. 


No toilets may be used at all, this is 
strictly prohibited. Ii is rather tough 
in several points just now living in San 
Francisco.

"TAX swottEN 


FORTUNES. 


The announcement of President Roose- 


velt mode in.his late address at the lay- 
ing of the corner stone of th* House of 
Representative's building that a progres- 
sive tax should be levied upon all.inner- 
itance .without 
discrimination 
by tne 


general government, that thereby the 
community grt back a liberal portion of 
the wealth amosied.by the rich, had star. 
tied as wetf it might, many people. This 
tax he wants heavy'enough to be an ob- 
ject, that i* take away from the estates 
. good sized portion, which will yet leave 
ample for support, of the heirs. 


His language upon this point » repro- 


duced as better explaining his idea. 
_ 


"As this moment we .are. passing 


through a period of great unrest-so- 
cial, political and-industrial unrest-it is 
of thVutmost importance for our future 
that this should prove to be not the un- 
rest of mere rebelliousness against hfe, of 
mere dissatisfaction with the inevitable 
inequality of conditions, but the unrest 
of a resolute and eager ambition to se- 
cure the bettement of the individual and 
the Nation. So far as this movement of 
agitation throughout the country takes 
the fofmofafierce discontent with evils, 
of a determination to punish the authors 
of evil, whether in industry or in politics, 
the feeling i« to be heartily welcomed as 
a sign of healthy life. 


"It is important to this people to grap- 


ple with the problems connected with the 
amassing of enormous fortunes, and the 
use of'those fortunes, both corporate and 
individual, in business. We should dis- 
criminate in the sharpest way between 
fortunes well-won and fortunes ill-won; 
between those gained as an incident to 
performing great services to the com- 
munity as a whole, and those gained m 
evid fashion by keeping just within the 
limits of mere law honesty. Of course 
no amount of charity in spending such 
fortunes in any way compensates tor mis- 
conduct in making them. 


"As a matter of personal conviction, 


and without pretending to dhcuss the de- 
tails or formulate the system, I feel that 
we shall ultimately have to consider the 
adoption of some such scheme as that of 
progressive tax on all fortunes beyond a 
certain amount, either given in life or de- 
vised or bequeathed upon death to any 
individual—a tax so framed as to put it 
out of the power of the owner of one of 
these enormous fortunes to 
hand on 


more than a certain amount to any one 
individual; the tax, of course, to be im- 
posed by the National and not the State 
Kovemment. 
Such taxation should, of 


course, be aimed merely at the inherit- 
ance or transmission in their entirety of 
those fortunes swollen beyond nil healthy 


The president accurately states his po- 


sition. He wants the estates of the swol- 
len rich, swollen beyond the fair concep- 
tion of honestly acquired wealth, heavily 
taxed by means of an inheritance tax. 
It will startle the country. 


In this same address the president 


again reiterates his conviction the gov- 
ernment should exercise an effective sup- 
ervision over all corporations engaged m 
interstate commerce. He thinks proper 
legislation would bring about needed re- 


i formation. On this he pertinently says: 


'Again, the National Government must 


in somo form exercise supervision over 
corporations engaged in interstate busi- 
n'e-s—and all larp;e corporations are en- 
gaged in interstate business—whether by 
iiconse or otherwise, so ns to .permit tis 
to deal with the far-reaching evils of 
over-capitalization. This year we are 
making a beginning in the direction of 
serious effort to settle some of these eco- 
nomic problem* by railway rate legisla- 
tion." 
His conception of the remedying ol 


meat National evils is that good citizens 
pf all beliefs are heartily in accordance 
therewith. Such bekflg to no one or- 
ganization or association. There is no 
monopoly in reform or beneficial legisla- 
tive measures. He also thinks the preach- 
ers oi unrest, the wild agitator* against 
existing conditions, the men preaching 
destruction and putting nothing forward 
in its place,—all aucb. are far wors« than 
that they Would destroy. If. they hava 
their way, declares the president, "they 
will load the people into a deeper pit 
than any into which they could fall un- 
der the present system. If .they fail to 
get their way, they will still do incalcul- 
able harm by provoking the kind of re- 
action which in its revolt againrt the 
senseless evil of thair teaching would en- 
throne more securely than ever the very 
evils which their misguided followers be- 
lieve they are attacking." 


In closing'his truly remarkable address 


President Roosevelt «»ys all must strive 
for broader opportunities, and tha* "spir- 
itually and ethically we must,strive to 
bring about clean living and right-think- 
ing" The foundation of National life 
aays he, must ever be the high individual 
character of the average citizen.

quake shocks were felt there last night, 
one at 8 o'clock, another at 9:50 and thb 
last at 2 o'clock this morning. The 
shocks lasted about four seconds each, 
but so far as known did no damage. 


The news could not be reported from 


Salinas earlier because of the lack of all 
communication. 


The damage at Salinas from tho earth- 


quake shook of last week is in excess of 
one million dollars. 


The Salinas river is reported to have 


been sunk ten or twelve feel all along its 
course for miles. Nearly 
nil' of the 


bridges across the river have been con- 
demned and will have to be rebuilt. 


A later telephone message today re- 


ceived by tho Evening Express, says that 
earthquake shocks have been felt there, 
dniliy since the first disaster, April 18. 
but that no further damage was done. 


LOSSES*AEE APPALLING. 


WASHINGTON, 
April 27.—Secretary 


Metcalf who went to San Francisco as 
the representative of the national admin- 
istration 
with instructions 
from 
the 


president to report to him regarding the 
conditions in the stricken city as he 
nhould find them, has wired the president 
a complete summary of the situation. He 
thinks the loss of life will not exceed 
three hundred, the injured being about 
one thousand. The loss to government 
buildings is not so heavy as the early re- 
ports indicated. Secretary Metcalf says, 
however, that the industrial and commer- 
cial losses arc appalling. There is no suf- 
fering from lack of provisions or water, 
everything considered, the health of the 
people is excellent. The people are con- 
fident and hopeful. The secretary rec- 
ommends that congress make appropria- 
tions at once for the repair and recon- 
struction of government buildings. 


There are about 1,000 sufferers in lo- 


cal hospitals, he says, and probably not 
over four hundred are seriously .injured. 
.No necessity exists at the present time 
for nurses or doctors, and they should 
not be sent except on recommendation of 
Gecnral Greely or Dr. Devine. He con- 
tinues:

Franklin's atti- 
tude is one oS roposu and from the. ex- 
pression of his calm face thcro seems to 
shine, forth 'those characteristics of love 
arid kindliness which did so much to en- 
dear him to the people to whom ho went 
as the first representative of a new re- 
nviblic.

TELLS OF GREAT QUAKE 


William Horlick, Here With 


Wife and Daughter, Ke- 


lates Experience. 


Mr. and Mrs. William J. Horliek and 


daughter, Miss Mabel Horlick, who were 
at San Francisco, Cal., when the earth- 
quake struck that city and fire followed, 
arrived home safe and sound Sajturday 
evening and were thankful to once more 
reach the soil of Racine. 


In talking of the terrible calamity this 


afternoon Mr. Horlick said: 
"We were 


stopping at the St. Francis hotel, having 
rooms on the ninth floor. The shock 
came shortly after 5 o'clock in the morn 
ing. We were thrown against the wa.ll 
and when I got on my feet could hardly 
stand up, so violent was the shaking. To 
accurately describe the feeling would be 
impossible. 


The hotel, a sfceel structure, stood the 


shock very well and as soon as possible 
we got out of our rooms. The elevators 
had stopped and would not work, so we 
fled to the street in our night clothes, 
remained in a little square for about an 
hour when we returned and dressed. Thqn 
I secured an automobile, got Mrs. Hor- 
lick and my daughter into it and were 
taken to the home of Mrs. Simpson,' a 
sister of Mrs. Dr. J. G. .Meachem of this 
city. 
We remained there Wednesday 


night. 


"I returned to the hotel and saved 


what I could, but lost considerable. The 
following day we escaped over to Oak- 
land. Of course we felt the need of wat- 
er and something to eat as well as did 
hundreds of others. This was soon rem- 
edied, but the sanitary conditions became 
bad. 
To describe the scenes and inci- 


dents in and about San Francisco, would 
be quite impossible. 
' -"The earthquake itself, did not do so 
great damage as believed, although the 
most severe ever experienced in the state, 
but it 
was the fire following 
that 


wrought havoc and caused loss of life 
and extreme suffering.- It was not possi- 
ble for the firemen to do anything, as the 
earthquake broke the water mains." 


Mr. Holick of course 
witnessed 
the 


thousands fleeing for their lives and saw 
the city under military control, buildings 
blown up and others destroyed by fire. 
In his opinion it is the worst disaster 
that ever befell America. To the hor- 
rors of the situation he could not add 
anything new to what the newspapers 
had given.

TELLS OF GREAT QUAKE 


William Eorlick, Here With 


Wife and Daughter, Re- 


lates Experience. 


Mr. and Mrs. William J. Horlick and 


daughter, Miss Mabel Horlick, who were 
at Sun Francisco, Cal., when the earth- 
quake struck that city and fire followed, 
arrived home safe and sound Saturday 
evening and were thankful to once more 
roach the soil of llacine. 


In talking of the terrible calamity this 


afternoon Mr. Horlick said: "Wo were 
stopping at tho St. Francis hotel, having 
rooms on the ninth floor. The shock 
came shortly after 5 o'clock in tbe morn- 
ing. We were thrown against tho wall 
and when. I got on my feet could hardly 
stand up, BO violent was the shaking. To 
accurately describe the feeling would be 
impossible. 


The hotel, a steel structure, stood tho 


shock very well and ad soon as possible 
we got out of our rooms. The elevators 
had stopped and would not work, so we 
fled to the street in our night clothes, 
remained in a little square for about an 
hour when we returned and dressed. Then 
I secured an automobile, got Mrs. Hor- 
lick and my daughter into it and were 
taken to the home of Mrs. Simpson, a 
sister of Mrs. Dr. J. G. Meachem of this 
city. 
We remained there 
Wednesday 


night. 


"1 returned to the hotel and saved 


what I could, but lost considerable. The 
following day we escaped over to Oak- 
land. Of course we felt the need of wat- 
er and something to cat as well as did 
hundreds of others. Tlii; was soon rem- 
edied, but the sanitary conditions became 
bad. 
To describe the scenes and inci- 


dents in and about San Francisco, would 
bo quite impossible. 
' *'The earthquake itself, did not do so 
great damage as believed, although the 
most severe ever experienced in the state, 
but it 
was tlie fire 
following 
thnt 


wrought havoc nnd caused loss of life 
and extreme suffering.1 It wns not possi- 
ble for the firemen to do anything, ns the 
earthquake broke the water mains." 


Mr. Holiek of course witnessed the 


thousands fleeing for their lives and saw 
the city under military control, buildings 
blown up and others destroyed by fire. 
In his opinion it is the worst disaster 
that ever befell America. To tho hor- 
rors of the situation he could not add 
anything new to what the newspapers 
had given. 


HER CLOTHING IGNITED

at the fire place of a gas stove to dry. 
It caught fire nnd Anna, who discovered 
the blaze, attempted to extinguish it.

so doing her hair and clothing 


caught fire. Naturally the young lady 
made an effort to get out of the ro'oin, 
but her mother appeared upon the scene 
and after a struggle succeeded in keep- 
ing her in tho room and put the fire out. 


This was not accomplished, however,

May day demonstrations; M. Bibert,:.a 
newspaper mail acd Major Feuillant, a 
Bonapartiat, formerly of the imperial 
guards. .In addition, Count Durand De 
Beauregard was taken into custody at 
Nice. Arrests were also made at other 
places and warrants were issued for tho 
arrest of M. Levy, secretary of the con- 
federation of labor, and M. Fromentin, 
a wealthy anarchist, both of whom were 
found to have fled from this city. All 
the prisoners are charged with complicity 
in organizing a rebellion and with in- 
triguing with anarchists. 


ORDERED TO MAKE ARRESTS., 


The arrests began early in the morn- 


ing, tho charges being based on papera. 
seized during the recent police'searches; 
Judge Andre summoned the- police"- conj-V 
missioners of the central districts 'of, 
Paris and directed-each of them'-t'6-*prO- 
cecd with a squad of police and,make the 
arrests in various sections of the city. 
At the same time telegraphic orders were 
to proceed with, arrests at-'NJce,'-Brest 
and other points.
